“I don’t mind differences being 
aired,” Bush said. “I want them to be 
frank, I want them to fight hard for 
their position.” Yet he said he ex- 
pected them to support his decisions 
once they were made. 

Replying to a question, Bush said 
he was “not entirely” comfortable 
with the cost of his inauguration, 


which could reach $25 million. How- 
ever, Bush said, “I have no apologies 
for the way we're doing it at all” be- 
cause the country deserves a celebra- 
tion like the inauguration every four 
years. 

Bush, who takes office Jan. 20, ac- 
knowledged that he faces huge costs 
both in the nuclear weapons facilities 
cleanup and the savings and loan in- 
dustry crisis. 

However, Bush, who during the 
campaign promised not to raise taxes, 
said he would solve both problems 
“within the confines, the parameters 
of the commitment I made to the 
American people.” 

In introducing Watkins, Bush said, 
“Pm committed to solving the prob- 
lems that exist within our atomic en- 
ergy-defense complex.” 

He refused to embrace the recom- 
mendations of a report sent to Presi- 
dent Reagan calling for spending $81 
billion to modernize the nuclear 
weapons complex over the next two 
decades and the closing of four major 
facilities. 

Acknowledging that Bennett has 
been closely identified with the Re- 
publican Party’s conservative wing, 
Bush said that his new “drug czar” 
would have to work with Democrats 
and Republicans alike.

Bob Dalley, manager of the bu- 
reau’s planning section, said Geneva 
Steel contributes 66 percent of the 
PM10 pollution (particulate matter 
less than 10 cubic micrometers in di- 
ameter) in Utah County, thus violat- 
ing a federal standard. 

“What we did is to use filters made 
out of colts fibers, glass fibers, or 
Teflon to suck the air through the vac- 
uum holder,” Dalley said. 

This experiment “tells us how much 
air goes through it and how much ma- 
terial we collected,” he said.

BONN, West Germany — The 
West German government suspects 
West German companies helped build 
a Libyan plant that may make chemi- 
cal weapons, officials said Thursday, 
one week after asserting no evidence 
existed. 

The embarrassing reversal fol- 
lowed the Wednesday night arrest of 
a Belgian shipper tied to the case and 
confirmation by Libya that West Ger- 
man firms aided the project. The 
United States claims the plant is in- 
tended for the manufacture of chemi- 
cal weapons and Libya said it is for 
producing medicine. 

Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich 
Genscher, who told reporters a week 
earlier there was no proof of West 
German complicity, said Thursday,

ranking 9th fastest in the nation

Despite a high level of mi- 
gration out of the state that 
comes from a search for bet- 
ter employment opportuni- 
ties, Utah still ranks as the 
ninth fastest growing state 
in the nation since 1980, ac- 
cording to a study by the 
Utah Population Estimates 
Committee. 

A census, taken on April 
1, 1980, showed that Utah 
had 1,461,037 inhabitants 
and the most recent esti- 
mates show that the]. 
amount has increased to 
1,695,000, which is 0.9} 
percent better than 1987 [S« 
estimations. 


This is the smallest year to year increase in Utah since 
1964, yet the average annual growth rate for the 1980s is 
1.9 percent, which nearly doubles the comparable na- 


tional growth rate at 1 percent. 


“Claims that Utah is one of the fastest growing states in 
the country are true for the 1980s, but not for the past two 
years,” said Brad T. Barber, director of the Demographic 
and Economic Analysis Section of the Utah Office of Plan- 


ning and Budget. 


“All of Utah’s population growth in the 1980s can be 
attributed to natural increase (the measure of births mi- 
nus deaths),” he said. The number of live births peaked in 
1982 and has continually dropped until 1987. 

Yet, Utah has the largest rate of natural increase in the 
United States and will continue to claim that for a while

“Imbalance in the labor market occur when a large number 
of new entrants enter the labor force but the economy fails 
to create the number of new jobs needed to employ the 
entrants,” said Barber.

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Soldier dies in desert during training 


CAMP LEJEUNE, N.C. — Marine commanders have brought charges 
against a lieutenant and two sergeants in the death of a soldier who had been 
left behind in the Mojave Desert during a training exercise, the Marine Corps 
said Thursday. 

Earlier this week, the top two commanders of the soldier’s battalion were 
relieved of command over the death of Lance Cpl. Jason Rother, 19, of 
Minneapolis. He was left behind Aug. 30 and died of heat stroke. 

The military Thursday said it has ordered a court-martial against First Lt. 
Allen V. Lawson, who was in charge of posting Rother as a road guide for the 
exercise, 0n.charges of disobeying an order, dereliction of duty and conduct 
unbecoming an officer. 

Lawson has been accused of disobeying orders to pair Rother with another 
Marine instead of posting him alone. 

In addition, Sgt. Christopher Clyde, Rother’s. platoon sergeant, and Set. 
Thomas Turnell, Rother’s squad leader, were charged with offenses including 
dereliction of duty and disobeying an order, the Marine Corp said. 

Clyde was accused of disobeying orders not to grant leave to Turnell the day 
the exercise ended; the squad leader’s absence resulted in a day’s delay in 
noticing Rother’s absence, authorities said. Earlier charges against Clyde 
were withdrawn Wednesday after his lawyer argued that the commander who 
convened the court-martial was himself disciplined in the case.

MOAB — Law enforcement officers have arrested a total of 20 people in an 
undercover drug investigation in eastern Utah’s Grand and San Juan counties, 
with two more being taken into custody as of Wednesday, authorities said. 

Ralph Muncy, who surrendered Tuesday, is to be arraigned Jan. 18 in 7th 
Circuit Court on cocaine and amphetamine possession charges, court records 
show. An arrest warrant had been issued for Muncy, of Moab, last week as the 
drug bust got under way. 

Wednesday morning Grand Junction, Colo., officers also arrested another 
Moab man wanted on a warrant, Grand County Chief Deputy Doug Squire 
said. The suspect’s name was being withheld pending court proceedings. 

Meantime, Judge Bruce K. Halliday set trial dates on misdemeanor charges 
for two of those arrested and scheduled preliminary hearings for 10 others.

Yun awaited arraignment today on charges of conspiracy to export 500- 
pound bombs of a deadly nerve gas known as sarin, said Richard Mercier, 
agent in charge of the Customs office in Newark. 

Mercier would not say where or how Yun allegedly intended to ship the gas. 

Mercier said Yun negotiated with an undercover Customs agent to purchase 
the bombs. Yun and conspirators also tried to acquire TOW I and TOW II 
missiles, Stinger missiles and Varian radar tubes, according to the complaint. 

If convicted, Yun could receive up to five years in prison and a $250,000 fine. 

Sarin attacks the central nervous system, quickly causing convulsions and 
death. Mercier described the gas as a “very rapid, odorless, colorless poison 
which can enter the body by inhalation, absorbtion or injection.”

BEVERLY HILLS, Calif. — The 
1989 Grammys competition promises 
to be more spirited and less pre- 
dictable than in its previous 30 years, 
but singer-songwriter Tracy Chap- 
man and pop-soul master George 
Michael appear to be favorites. 

The National Academy of Record- 
ing Arts and Sciences has widened 
the field of nominees by adding 
awards categories for heavy metal- 
hard rock and rap music. 

The nominations were to be an- 
nounced Thursday. 

Chapman, whose album of bal- 
lads and topical songs has sold more 
than 2 million copies, was a surprise 
star amid the year’s techno-pop and 
thriving heavy metal sounds. 

Her “Fast Car” single was a Top 10 
hit, and the album named after her 
contained several other nuggets, such 
as the driving “For My Lover.” Nomi- 
nations seem certain for best song, 
best album, best single, best new 
artist, best female pop vocalist and 
best contemporary folk performance. 

Michael’s “Faith” LP has sold more 
than 6 million copies and has spawned 
six hits, including several crossovers 
on pop and soul charts. 

Michael, whose musical style has 
changed considerably — some would 
say pretentiously — since the days 
when he was half of the pop duo 
Wham!, should be in line for best 
song, single and album and best per- 
formances that could encompass the 
pop, rock and rhythm and blues cate- 
gories.

In the opening moments of writer- 
director Lawrence Kasdan’s latest 
film “The Accidental Tourist,” frus- 
trated wife Kathleen Turner con- 
fronts distant husband William Hurt 
with that oft-heard ultimatum: “I 
love you, but I just can’t live with 
youanymore...” 

Thus “Tourist” reunites the im- 
passioned lovers of Kasdan’s “Body 
Heat” in what amounts to the flip- 
side of the former tale. Hurt plays 
repressed writer Macon Leery who 
specializes in advising travelers on 
ways to avoid the cultures they are 
experiencing, and finds that such ef- 
forts have affected his private life; he 
has attempted to move past the 
death of his teenage son and mar- 
riage as if they were sights to see, 
and finds his veneer of seeming 
numbness crumbling from within 
due to unexpressed grief. That is, 
until cute but persistent dog trainer 
Geena Davis enters the scene. As 
the intrepid “Muriel Pritchett,” she 


insists that she will train his dog and 
have him over to dinner, refusing 
“no” for an answer. Macon’s ensuing 
relationship with Muriel and her lit- 
tle son provides for many touching 
scenes as the numbed man finds 
himself feeling again, a develop- 
ment complicated by the return of 
wife Sara, who would have him back 
for a second go round. 

‘The Accidental Tourist” 
emerges an offbeat, enigmatic film. 
For it is actually a romantic com- 
edy that is filtered through the 
jaded, muffled viewpoint of its de- 
pressed protagonist, Macon Leery. 

As a director, Kasdan is able to 
twist standard American formulas 
into new and stimulating plots. Of- 
fering more than the conventional 
comedy-drama, “The Accidental 
Tourist” becomes a meaningful and 
profound essay on relationships, as- 
serting the idea that the success of a 
relationship is affected not only by 
how much you love the other per- 
son, but by the kind of person you 
are when with them. A worthwhile 
message.

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Dike probing team assigned 


Panel member worked for designer

One of four engineers appointed to 
an investigative panel probing the 
Jan. 1 Quail Creek Reservoir dike 
failure said his having worked once 
for the dike’s designer doesn’t consti- 
tute a conflict of interest. 

Bruce Barrett, with the federal Bu- 
reau of Reclamation’s Provo office, 
confirmed Thursday that he is a for- 
mer employee of Ralph Rollins, the 
engineer who designed the dike and 
dam at the southern Utah reservoir. 

The earthen dike failed just after 
midnight New Year’s Day, sending a 
12-foot wall of water rushing down 
the Virgin River into low-lying areas 
of St. George, 14 miles to the west. 

The flood waters caused an esti- 
mated $12 million in damage. 

Gov. Norm Bangerter appointed 
the panel after declaring Washington 
County a disaster area. 

Besides Barrett, members of the 
committee include ‘private engineers 
Robert James of Fort Worth, Texas, 
and Richard Catanach of Sante Fe, 
N.M., and federal Bureau of Land 
Management engineer Larry Von 
Toun of Denver. 


James was named chairman of the 
group during its inaugural meeting 
Wednesday night in St. George. 

Barrett said he and the other engi- 
neers charged with investigating the 
cause of the failure have not been re- 
quested to point the finger of blame at 
any individuals. 

“We are here on the technical as- 
pects of the failure and the technical 
aspects of possibly rebuilding the dike 
and have not been asked to assess 
blame,” said Barrett. 

He said the BOR told state dam 
safety officials he had been employed 
by Rollins about 10 years ago. 

Barrett quit to go to work for the 
federal agency. 

Barrett said he was placed on the 
investigative team because of his dou- 
ble experience with dams and with 
“diaphragm wall” technology whichis 
being considered as a likely avenue to 
repair the failed dike. 

Diaphragm wall technology in- 
volves use of a flexible concrete wall 
in the repair of a failed or weak sec- 
tion of an earthen dam. 

Richard B. Hall, director of dam 
safety engineering for the Utah De- 
partment of Natural Resources, said

he and Bob Morgan, who helped se- 
lect the investigative team, were 
aware of the former association of 
Barrett with the designer of the dike. 

But he said he and Morgan were 
convinced it would not present a con- 
flict of interest. 

He also said that it would almost be 
impossible to find someone with as 
much experience in dam and di- 
aphragm wall applications as Barrett. 

“We got Barrett on there for the 
specific reason of his expertise with 
diaphragm walls,” said Hall. 

He added that of the latest technol- 
ogy of diaphragm walls, only two ap- 
plications have ever been used in the 
United States and Barrett was pro- 
ject manager for a diaphragm wall 
repair project at the Fontenelle Dam 
near Kemmerer, Wyo. 

“T talked to Barrett about the asso- 
ciation and he assured me that he 
would absolutely stay out of any deci- 
sion that could be seen as being af- 
fected by his association with 
Rollins,” said Hall. 

Rollins also said he did not see a 
conflict. 

He called Barrett a competent and 
ethical engineer.
